CRICKET. 


THE FAMOUS CRICKETERS OF ENGLAND. 


(Warvren Expunssiy ror tap InLusTratep Srortinc News.") 


Beront resuming my observations upon the styles and peculiarities of play 
of ovr famous crickoting countrymen, I have pleasure'a second time in 
alluding to the signal success which has beon the result of the Eleven's doings 
in Australia, Nota single match bave they lost. Two have heen drawn, but 
itis very probable that had they been played out they would have won them 
with ease. The pecuniary success of the speculation has also been very great, 
and I hear that several of the men have becn so delighted with the visit that 
they are haif determined to remain in the country. If this were to be so, some 
of our most famous counties would be shorn of their best talent. The time at 
which the team will arrive in England again is not yet known precisely, but 
they cannot possibly return before the latter end of June, 

By-the-bye, ericket is opening all over the land. Several great matches ara 
about to take place, aud this warns no that, unfinished as my sketches aro, I 
must for the present draw them to aclogs. Next week will see the end of 
them till winter comes again, and then, perhaps, I shall be able to do justice 
to one and all, In the meantime allow me to introduce to the reader's notice 

Robert Crispin Tinley, of Southall, Nottinghamshire, England's “crack ” 
slow bowler. If I were asked what man more than any other, 1 would select 
to form aneleven to “whip” twenty-two's—that man would bo Oris Tinley. 
Lively.as a cricket in the fleld, agile as a cat, nimble and sharp es & squirrel, 
he plays the gamé thoroughly—-never * funking " for amoment, till complotely 
licked. His bowling is beautiful. There is not a man in England, and ne ver 
was, to touch him; he stands alone “a bright particular star.” No batsman 
cun ever think of ‘nailing’ Tinley; he is not to be depended upon as to 
length of pitch, curve and twist fora moment. First comes a full toss; then 
ono a little shorter; then a little higher and shorter, anddown go the stumps, 
Sometimes he dodges the batsman this way. He will start half-a-dosen yards 
at the back of the bowling crease; sometimes chucking a twister, with the wrong 
foot first, and, by altering the pace and piteh to suit bis man. he can tall, with 
almost unfailing exactitude, when ‘9 accident,” as old Bill Clarke used to say, 
is about to happev. . As a bat, Crig isn’t first-rate, but a man can’t be “Jack of 
all trades,” and‘he must, therefore, be excused on this count, There is no man 
alive-—“ I don't care who he is, or where he comes from,” whom I like to see 
better in the fleld than Tinley, and knowing, ak I do, the genial good nature of 
the man, his spicy natural sense, and his unassuming modesty, it affords me 
great pleasure to have to speak about him, 

Thomas Lockyer-glorious Tom—the Surrey wicket-keopsr, is now my 
theme. He is, undoubtedly, the very best we have, although there have been 
several rival Richmonds in the tleld of late, None of them, however, can compare 
ereditably with Lockyer, except little Biddulph, and he really is nowhere, But 
he is very young, and is fast improving, and will some day become an honour, 
to his country. Tom's dexterity at the wicket is something marvellous, and 
the manner in which he takes fast bowling—Tarrant's, Jackson's, &¢., is 
perfectly astonishing. No wonder the Australians should christen him 
“Lightning Tom.” He has well-earned the name, and I hope he will live long 
to keep it, Asa bat Lockyer is peculiar, Ho gets lots of runs, but he gets 
them funnily, He hits well both to the off and to the leg, aud he has a remark- 
ably peculiar way of his own which cannot ba described, of disposing of the 
«slows, whieh frequently elicits great laughter from the spectators. Ag I 
sald before, long may “ glorious Tom” live to honour his country, which would 
do ill without him, notwithstanding all their Mortlocks, their, Caffyns, and 
Cresars. 

Asa fine, straight-playing batsman, a hard hitter, with a splendid defence, 
eommend me to Charles Brampton. who hails trom Hyson Green, near 
Nottingham. Charley is engaged as professional bowler and tator to 
Cheltenham College, and his services are very highly appreciated. He is a 
superb leg hitter and straight driver, and being very tall, quite six feet in 
palghts he has a mugnilicent command ever the ball, and it isa very hard 
mattet to unhouse him whon he has got well-settled at the wicket. His play 
during last season was very brilliant, indeed-~a fact restified by tha number of 
his averago. Aga long-stop he is very cleyer, but latterly he has lost that 
alert nimbleness which characterised his porformances In ‘59 and °60, 
Brampton is a very civil fellow, and although I have not the ploasure of his 
acquaintance, report speaks very highly of him, indeed,
